The exection of Anthony L. Goble, 
whose crime is weil known to every reader of 
THe Constrruriox, being the first hanging ac- 
cording to law, ever known in Gilmer or any of 
the surrounding counties, drew a large crowd— 
much the largest crowd ever before amembied 
in M)i'jay—many of them walking fifteen and 
twenty miles for the express purpose of wit 
neming the execution. A large percentage of 
‘these present were white ladies and chiidren 
under twelva years of rge. 

THE GHERIFF RESIGNS. 


About a week ago Sheriff Jones resigned, sta- 
ting that he preferred losing the office to run- 
ning the risx of hanging a man in Gilmer county. 
Owing to the wildness of the surrounding coun 
try and the known dislike of many of the 
mountaineers here to the execution of the law, 
it was impossible to supply the place of sheriff. 
The ordinary, who is ciothed with the power of 
filling by appointment, offered the sheriffalty 
to the old sheriff and several others, but he 
could find no one who would accept the unpieas- 
ant office of hangman. The sad duty of execu- 
tioner then fel: upon Df Johnston, the coroner, 
who was an old friend of the condemned man. 

BAPTIZED IN JAIL. 

The prisoner haying profoeased religion about 
a week ago, and prayer meetings haying fre- 
quently been held in jail for his benefit, this 
morning he joined the Methodist church and 
was baptized by eprinkling in his ceil. After 
the conversion hie manner was changed from 
an expressed indiflerence.as to his fate to a calm 
resignation. His old bragadocio spirit often 
peeped out when allusions were made to his ex- 
ecution Heonce told theold sheriff he had 
better get a stroug rupe to hang him with, 
ashe did not want tc break it and spoil the 
sport of the boys. Bnt after he became Interest- 
ed in the salvation of his soul, there was a tiucs 
to all such high remarks 

This morning about 11 o’clock the sentenced 
prisoner, a large, handsome young man, with 
rather coarae features, whose weight would 
exc edtwo hundred and twenty-five p. unds, 
was led from the jail by the coroner with an es~ 
cortof fifty men, the guard being unusually 
large, as 1t was thought that a rescue would poe- 
sibly be attempted, and conducted to the gibbet, 
which, with a forethought of the ordinary, that 
certainly did credit, was erected in the 
neighborhood of only whisky shop in the 
immediate vicinity ofl lijay so that ‘‘cause and 
effect’’ might be graphi illustrated and the 
execution turned into a 
lectu re. 

A DYING STATEMENT MADE BY PROXY, 

On arriving at the gallows, the Rev Mr Ed- 
wards, at them quest of the doomed man, ad 
dressed the immense crowd forhim, He said, 
in substance: I represent the prisoner fully 
and speak his confession and convictions as they 
came from hisown mouth. He attributes his 
crime and ignominious death to four giant 
evils, namely: women, wine, cardsanda want 
of re.igioue training in early like. He ayered that 
he had been brought up without any religious 
instruction apd had never been inside & chufch 
or Sunday-school in his life. The pleasures of 
his life had been made up of women, wine and 
cards, and thatthey had led him step by step 
from degradation to degradation until he was 
branded ‘ murderer,” and a gallows was erected 
for his benefit. He admonished hia friends to 
beware of strong drink. which was the immedi- 
ate cause of his appearing on the gallows before 
them robed in « white gown and necklaced by a 
hangman's rope. In alluding to his spiritua, 
Condition, he said: "I do not dread death. I 
merely exchange this world for a better one. In 
jail the goepel was administered and the Bible 
explained to me. Then I embraced religion and 
became purged of my sins, hence perfectly 
natural that 1 should not regret exchanging the 
world Ihave known for one where life is ever- 
lasting an: joy eternal. [I do not hesitate in 
stepping out on the gang-plank of life, for I feel 
that ny God bas forgiven my,sins for the sake of 
Jesus Christ his son. 

THE COROS ER EXPLAINS. 

The coroner stated that his duty was a sad 
one, but that he had the consolatioa of knowing 
that the prisoner had repeatedly, in the prescnce 
of witnesses, ecknowledged that I lave treated 
him with kindness since he fell into my hands; 
that he does not harbor any ill feeling towards 
me because the performance of my duty makes 
me instrumental in carrying out his death sen- 
tence. He and mauy others will affirm what I 
say. Goble said faintly, ‘That's so.”’ 

During the religious exercises that followed 
Goble participated with a sincerety that was un- 
mistakeabie. 

The coroner then announced that any relatives 
or friends who wished to take a last farewell of 
the prisoner will be permitted to come inside : f

In bidding some of his near relatives good-bye 
he showed a great deal of emotion, but soon 
gained his wonted composure. His hands and 
feet were then tied, the noose adjusted, the 
white cap pulled over his face, and all of the 
supp rts teken from uncer the leaves of the 
deadfall excepta centre upright piece which 
was used as a trigger. The condemned mana 
was then placed on the trap which shook +40 
visisly under his weight, that many thought 
there was danger of it failing without the eid 
of an executioner. All preparations being 
made, the coroner turned towards the scaffold 
and said, “‘Tobe are youready?”’ After a mo- 
ment’s hesitaticn, hereplied in a firm voice, 
‘Yes, sir,”” Thecoruner then gaye the cord at- 
tached to the trigger two or taree hard jerka,the 
last being so hard that the rope which was 
wrapped around his wrist cut into the flesh,

What he can do tn Spain te Benet 
Perea Georgia... | 
“The colored consul to Malaga, Spain, 
John F. Qdaries, who was appointed from 
‘Georgia ts ‘iow i this city wpon a visit'to his 


Pa f paretitd, who reside here. 


He visited Tux ConstiruTIoN office, and we 
found himi'to be an eaucated and unassuming 
man, of quick fntelligence and a varied fund of 
inform ation. 

Malaga; to which port and district he goes as 
consal, is the third largest consulate in Spain, 
and ithe city has something near 175,000 in™ 
habitants. It is a port from which 
we annually import many thousands of dollars 
worth of wines, grapes and fruits. The consul 
sails from New York for his station the 14th of 
July. rs 

GEORGIA’'S INTEREST 
in the trade of Spain and in the tact of having 
one of her citizens as the consul of a port like 
Malaga, was explained tous by Consul Quaries. 

When he went as consul to Port Mahon the 
people there imported their five lumber for 
purposes 8 of construction from Norway and 
Sweden, Spain not being a timbered country, A 
great deal of pine is used there for building 
purpores., 

During the first year of his consulship he in-~ 
danced a fijm to import a cargo of Georgia pine 
lumber. They received it and worked it, and 
the carpenters and builders pronounced it supe- 
rior to all others for building purposes. It was 
feund, too, that it couki be imported cheaper 


‘from here than from ‘Nerway and Sweden. The 


next year, five cargoes were bought; the third 
year nine, and the agents last year reported that 
the importations would be larger than for any 
previous one. 

BUILDING UP THE TRADE. 

Coneul Quarles is satisfied that in the larger 
station at Malaga he will be able to greatly ad- 
vance this bra§ch of commerce and annnally 
cause large exportations of Georgia pine tnmber 
from our ports to Spain. Once the traie is fairly 
inaugurated it will extend along the Meiditer- 
ranean coast, and open a profitable avenue of 
commerce to our people.

ANOTHER TOWN-BURNING. 


Marblehead, Mass., Laid in Ashes. 


Boston, June 25.—A fire broke out 
in Marblehead at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing andswept away nearly the entire 
business portion ofthe town. It began 
in the stable of the Hathaway house. 
It is believed that it wasthe work of 
an incendiary. All the large shoe man-~ 
ufactones but three are now in ruins. 
These were mostiy large woocen build- 
ings filled with machinery and fur- 
nishing employment to hundreds of 
men and women who are thrown out 
ofemployment. The Eastern railroad 
depot, seven passenger anda number 
ot freight cars were burned. Over 
forty dwellings were consumed, and the 
occupants saved but a small portion of 
their furniture and the only clothes 
they had on. Seventy-two buildings 
inall were consumed. The fire is now 
under control. 

Boston, June 22.—A fire broke out 
in tue rear of Marblehead hotel on 
Pleasant Marblehead, and from this 
small beginning spread until fifteen 
acres of buildings, including every 
shoe factory but five in the town had 
been destroyed. Loss half a million.

The Indians Prowling Around—Ar- 
rival of Troops. 


Boise Ciry, June 24.—The ag 5 of 
the Weiser valley have left their farms 
and nearly all assembled ata point in 
the lower Weiser valley, near Jeffries, 
where they are ctnstructing a_ fort. 
Weiser valley is directly on the line of 
the Indian travel of the northern and 
southern sections, and very much ex- 
posed to Indian raids. 

‘A number of indians, professing to 
be friendly, are in that vicinity. They 
are well armed and thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the condition of the 
people and the country. The settlers 
are, owing to the neglect of the govern- 
ment, without arms and virtually de- 
fenceless. 

PortLanD, June 24.—Gen. Howard 
telegraphs from Ft. Lapwai, June 21, 
that Capt. Miller with 300 men leaves 
for the front this evening. 

Indian prisoners state that the sol- 
diers left wounded on the field in the 
late fight were killed but not mutilated. 

A steamer arrived at Lewiston this 
morning with 125 troops, alarge quan- 
ity of arms, etc. 

Lewiston, Oregon, June 25.—No 
further fighting.

PROFESSOR ORR'S VIS WS 

wert, suibstantally; favorable, to the mainte- 
nance, at least,« {the present syxiem, He could 
net yet say what would be the probable temper 
of the convention upon the question, but ee far 
as an exprearion had been received, be was sat- 
is fied that there would be a strong school feeling 
in that body. 

He had visited fifty-three counties of the state, 
avd met the boards of educatiga in many of 
them, and delivered addresses iri all. He knew 
that. the mass of the people were favorable 
to the school system and he believed the mem 
bers of the convention would know thi; fact 
and feel bound ¢0 respect it. 

AN ATTEMPTED OVERTH ROW 
of the system may be looked for. We hear many 
people who retain their old notions and who 
will attempt to have the system torn down and 
abo ished. 

‘Do you think it will succeed in any degree?’ 

To this the professor replied, emphatically, 
that he did not. He was of the opinion that 
better provision would be made fer the educa- 
tion of the people, if the convention would only 
take occasion and exercise the patience to thor- 
oughly investigate the results aad the bene fi- 
cence of the work otseady accomplished by the 
department. 

“Why,” said he, “this whole mountain coun. 
try to the north ofus teems with these three 
months schools and the people there 
bave experienced such benefits from them to 
their children, that they entertain no division 
upon the question of keeping our school sys- 
temintact. The same feeling prevails in many 
localities elsewhere, and I cannot believe that 
there is either a lack of favor for the syst. m ora 
geveral willingness to see itin the least inter~ 
fered with, unless it is to extend its benefits.”’ 

MEN WHO FaVOR IT. 

Among tha e whom Professor Crr mentioned 
were the Kichmond county delegaiecs, whom he 
believed to have been chosen 
on a. count of their educational 
views, as much as from any other reason or 
qualification. 

Col. Cain, of Jefferson, was another firm ad- 
vocate of the system, coming from a county 
that is doing much for the cause, and that has 
bad a special law passed to enable it to levy a 
tax for schoo] purposes. 

Colonels Simmons and Lofton, of Macon, 
were also known triends of the system of free 
schools. Col. Hammond and his colieagues, 
from Forsyth, he also had learned were favora- 
bie to the causs. 

Hon. Joth Hil) was satisfied with the work of 
the department, and in a public speech had de- 
elared that it cought not to be disturbed 

Gen. Gartrell was warmiyin favo: of the sys. 
tem and ready to doall in his power to increase 
ite efficiency. 

Col. Nat Hammond’s position is well known 
aud his opera house speech announced for him 
a& progressiye plsetform. 

Cols. Mynatt and Crane were also its stron; 
friends and wonid stand py it 

Indeed, the professor was satisfied that this 
great intcrest of the people would be ably cliam. 
pioned in the convention aud wortld be success- 
fully established under the . ew order of things. 

WHAT WE HAVE DONE 

Professor Orr spoke of bis letters, published 
in THe ConsTmUTION some months ago and 
embodied in his annual report of 1876, That 
repo account of the discussion of the sub- 
ject embodied in those letters, was yet being 
applied for from the yarious states oi the union, 
from Massachusetts, the northwest, and from 
South Carolina, where the subject is now one of 
great interest. [t had been sent for from one of 
the German unviversities, and had aitracted the 
greatest attention to the work that the people of 
Georgia were peforming in this regar!. 

EDUCATION AND APPROPRIATIONS. 

Congressman Feltoa had declared t) him that 
it was upon the strength of this work, as shown 
iu the school report of.Georgia, that the appro- 
priations for the north Georgia rivers were ob- 
tained. Mr. McCrary, the present secretary of 
war, was @ member @f the house and made a 
motion that would have dc feated these appro- 
priations. In explanation of it to Dr. Felton he 
remarked: | 

“Sir, it is no ase, You cannot progress in Geor- 
gia until yon stop Loe shackling system of 
agriculture and blic schoo s!” 

Dr. Felton délieate Fesvathe Iowan to under- 
stund that he did not kuow What he was ta' king 
about. He handed him Prodi. Orr’s rvport and 
letters. After examiniig them Mcitrary ac- 
knowledged that Georgia was doing astonishing 
things for public education, under the circum 
stances and with her limited means, and told 
Dr. Felton that be would ,withdraw his motion 
and co-operate with him, He did so,and the 
doctor got his appropriations passed.

General Wofford spoke with interest of many 
matters that will be considered in the couven. 
tion. He does not apprehend any trouble upon 
the capital question ani little agitation of those 
subjects about which so much was said with a 
purpose of defeating the question. 

After talking with General Wofford, it is cer- 
tain that the people of Bartow made an edmir- 
able selection in this representative, and con- 
tributed to the state one of the abiest advisers 
iu the convention.

Falling Off in Baukrupicy Cases, 
New York Dry Goods Bulletin. 

There were dur.ug the ten years euding May 
ist, 1877, 3,007 app ications in backiuptey filed in 
the United States ‘ie triet court for the western 
district of Penusylvavia. During the yast six 
months of this time there has been an almost 
total cessation of ihese applications, and this 
might under ordinary circumstances be taken as 
a revival of trade generally, The most paasibie 
reis0n for this, however, that can be entertained 
is that the ground has been pretty well swept 
over, aud the weak houses have gone to the wall. 

For the ten years ending May ist, there had 
been im this city alone no less than 5,875 aj plica 
tious made. For a considerab!e period of this 
time there was a ruvnieg average of niney a 
month, but during the past six months there has 
been & decided fall.ng off, and those that have 
been filed were s.iall houses without as:ets 
sufficient In many Cases to ‘cover expenses. to 
say nothing of peying percentages. To use the 
language of aceutieman we.! posted in regard to 
bankruptcy affairs, ‘there is no money in them.’ 
It stands 10 ieason, after #0 l.ng a period of 
financial depresrion, that the ead of cases of 
this kind is not far distant. Many men are 
winding up theic affairs, preferriag to live upon 
the principal of their capita: rather than to invest 
in speculative or unproductive business.
